FINANCING OF UNEF - 

ACABQ REPORT ON FINANCING OF UNEF, ALONG WITH DRAFT RES (L. 1 130) 
COSPONSORED BY ARGENTINA AND 18 OTHERS, ISSUED NOV. 15. 

DA MOTA (BRAZIL), WHO HAS TAKEN LEAD IN FORMULATING DRAFT RES, 
COOPERATED WITH US AND OTHER WEO MEMBERS AND USED HIS PERSONAL 
PRESTIGE WITH GROUP OF 77 TO OBTAIN WIDESPREAD SUPPORT FOR 
RES, AND 15-20 ADDITIONAL COSPONSORS EXPECTED. 

NOV. 16, OSMAN, EGYPTIAN REP IN COMITE 5, GAVE MISOFF "AS 
MATTER OF COURTESY", AMENDMENT TO BE TABLED BY YEMEN TO 
DRAFT RES, INTENT OF WHICH, ACCORDING TO OSMAN, IS TO 
PROVIDE FOR EGYPT, SYRIA AND LEBANON TO OPT OUT OF 
ASSESSMENT SCALE AND THUS PAY NOTHING FOR COST OF UNEF. 
REPORTEDLY EGYPTIANS CONVENED MEETING OF GROUP OF 77 AT 
WHICH THEY ARGUED "AGGRESSOR" (ISRAEL) SHOULD BE ASSESSED

COMITE 6 CHAIRMAN GONZALEZ GALVEZ (MEXICO) CONVENED SECOND 
INFORMAL MEETING NOV. 16 TO DISCUSS LIBERATION MOVEMENTS 
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EXCEPTION AND ASKED MALI DEL TO EXPLAIN ADDITIONAL DETAILS 
CONCERNING PURPOSE OF PROPOSAL. IT BECAME CLEAR DURING
